IMPORTANT QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


The following gentlemen having received 
circulars from the Committee of the House 
of Commons ona proposed Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Statistics, requesting informa- 
tion on certain subjects, submitted to then 
in the form of questions, met by consent at 
the County Olerk’s office to consult on the 
matters contained in said circular, viz, 
Judge Lazier, Professor J.T’. Boll, Dr. E. 
H. Coleman, S. T. Wilmot, A. McClatclue, 
Jas.

Lodge Duties, 


By Gen, A. M. Winn. 
Sonoma, Dec. 31, 1882. 

As long as sin shapes the pleasures of 
humanity, the beneficent work of the Or- 
der will be necéssary to ameliorate the con- 
dition of mankind. Its noble ‘efforts will be 
required ns long as grass grows, and rivers 
run to the sea. To continue useful,it must 
be more and more progressive, Leaying its 
defects behind, it must become more and 
more perfect in its labors. Its external 
principles ust be made more attractive by 
the upright walk and honorable course of 
its members ; they must show to the world 
its internal workings by eternal exhibition 
of friendship, love, and truth. 

THE FORMS OF THE ORDER 
should be strictly observed, and its lessons 
committed to memory, while its principles 
should be éngrafted upon the heart and 
made to grow by the vegetating influeace 
of anjevery day life. Long experience has 
convinced me, that there is room enough 
for improvement among even the best of 
members of the Order ; but very few show 
their faces as criminals in our courts. Odd- 
fellows are generally worthy examples for 
mumbers of society, but more intense at- 
tention toduties required would make them 
more brilliant among their business asso- 
ciates, who, being attracted by eviderices of 
good in every day life, would be apt to 
join in the crusade against error. 

Lingering hesitation on the way to meet- 
ings of Lodges is ee to be remarked, even 
by those not members. Those who may 
be trying to solve the depth of devotion to 
the Order, may be misled by the lethargy 
evinced by tardiness in attending the meet- 
ings. In this way, a good man’s applica- | 
tion for membership may be lost; and as 
the object is to diffuse the principles of the 
Order, that opportunity is gone ; when we 
aggregate such cases, the sum of loss would 
be startling. He who performs duty does 
well ; but he who performs it with alacrity 
and effect does better. In watching over a 
sick brother, one will wait to be told what 
is wanted, wlule another will study every 
movement to find something to do. 

These are homely illustrations, but they 
reach the mind in time ‘to be of service. 
There is an evil of which all should think 
and correct if possible : that is tardiness in 
attending meetings, I always made it a 
rule to be on time at meetings, but it was of- 
ten the'case that members failed to get in 
until after the minutes were read. This 
induced the N. G. to wait: this very fact 
made it worse. When I became Noble 
Grand, those present heard the sound of 
the gavel at the exact time of meeting. As 
soon as the members learned there would 
be no waiting after time, they too were on 
hand : they found it just as easy to be on 
time as after it, 


A SYSTEMATIC MIND 


ayranges hours for doing certain things ; 
and if detained, by the delinquency of 
others, he is confused and loses the thread 
of thought, and becomes less useful in con- 
sequence of it. Such a condition of things 
shows itself in a Lodge as ettec tually as in 
private engagements, ‘The mind is thrown 
out of the channel marked out for it during | 
the day, and many valuable reflections are 
lost for want of the proper moment to ex- 
ress them.

Despite the offorts of Hon. Mr. Bowell 
and Mr. John White; M. P., the Contral 
Ontario Railway bill has been passed 
through without such an 
amendment as would have given fair run- 
ning powers to tho Midland over tho lino, 
and thereby have secured fair play to Belle- 
villo, Madoc and the County of Hastings, 
which have expended $260,000 in providing 
such railway accommodation as they now 
have, Doubtless the majority of the mem- 

bers of the House were cajoled by the pro- 
mises of fairplay so lavishly made by the 
promoters of tho line in question, and with 
the assurances made by their legal repre- 
sentatives thatthe genoral Railway Act 
contained all the restrictions that are nec- 
essary, into voting down tho amendments. 
In both respects, howover, the majority 
were mistaken. Mr. Bowell and Mr. White 
have, from past experience, no faith in the 
promises of the men in question ; and the 
very best of ground for such lack of faith 
is to be found in their refusal to accept aid 
from the Ontario Government, in order 
that they would not have to accommodate 
other roads ; in the back-down of their pre. 
sident from the promises of fair play which 
he made to Mr, Bowell; in their threats to 
withdraw the bill if the amendments wore 
passed, and, finally, in the reputation of the 
majority of the men themselves. Besides, 
Messrs. Bowell and White knew that the 
general Act does not contain such provi- 
sions as will prevent these greedy cormor- 
ants—whose project is simply a scheme for 
enriching themselves—from monopolizing 
the trade of the back townships. Should 
the bill pass the Senate in its present 
shape and become law, and should the 
road be built under it, the people of the 
northern townships would be placed under 
the heel of a greedy monopoly, which has 
shown its true spirit by attempting to 
seize all the iron mines of the district, and 
Thas even gone so far as to grasp one rich 
mine on the pretence that it was needed 
for station grounds.

An Exhaustive Discussion of 
the Germ Theory, 


HOW THE DISEASE 1S COMMUNICATED.

STARTLING CASES OF CONSUMPTION INFECTION

In consumptioi infectious is a question 
to which medical science is busily ondeay- 
oring to find a correct anawer. The disease 
in question may truly be described as 

THE CURSE OF THIS CLIMATR, 
aTecting as it does rich and poor alike, and 
flicting even the monkeys which sojourn 
with us in our bleak, changeable weather 
surroundings, The modern theory of 
disease is undoubtedly tending to crystal- 
lize itself in one special and concentrated 
idea, namely, that of the ‘‘germ theory” 
of most of the ailments that bear us to the 
grave, Already the ‘“‘fevers'’ have been 
ranked in the list of germ diseases. There 
is a germ which, derived from bad drains, 
and breeding within our frames, causes 
typhoid fever, There is another germ 
that, derived fromi foul air and unventilat- 
ed atmospheres, | produces typhus fever. 
The ‘‘splenic’” fever, or charbon, affecting 
sheep, cattle and horses, is a, germ-cauked 
disease, “Che cholera germ is on the verge 
of discovery; and relapsing fever, or 
‘famine feyer,’’ as it is called, which dogs, 
like a dire Nemesis, the footsteps of priva- 
tion and want, is known to be associated 
with a special “‘germ” of its own, The 
“germs” in question, it must be noted, are 
particles of living matter. They are the 
reverse of dead or inorganic poisons, 

THEY ARE MICROSCOPIC PLANTS 
apparently, or at least may be described as 
allied in their nature to plants of the low- 
est grade, In their life history and develop- 
ment they show kinship w the lowest 
plants, breeding and multiplying as they do 
from ‘spores’ or minute particles, which 
stand to the adult plants somewhat in the 
relation of seeds to ordinary vegetables. 
The plain history of disease-growths of the 
‘fever’ type thus appears before our eyes 
to-day as one of the sowing of fever seeds, 
The little leayen affects the whole lump 
A fever germ or two, received into the body 
of a suitable patient, breeds true to itself. 
It reproduces, within the blood, millions of 
its kind. The symptoms of the fever are 
simply the characteristic signs of the mul- 
tiplication “of its gerius within the living 
body. The difference between one fever 
and another are-due-simply to the varia- 
tions of the different yerms in their effects 
on the human organism, The patient indus- 
try of science has tracked disease through 
all its stayes of growth,and has demonstrat- 
ud that we owe our modern plagues neither 
to supernatural agencies, nor to exhala- 
tions, gases, or other dead conditions, but 
to the growth within our bodies of lower 
forms of living things. Just as a fungus, 
settling down in the human skin, produces 
‘* yingworm,” so another fori of lant-life, 
sown in the blood, breathed in from the 
germ-laden air, or swallowed with polluted 
water or milk, gives rise to the feyer that 
runs riot for awhile through all the tissues 
and parts of the body. 

Not so very long ago consumption was 
certainly regarded us living outside

DISEASES. 

Strangely enough, however, there existed 
an ancient popular notion that the disease 
was * catching.” People disliked the idea 
of the consumptive and the healthy occu- 
pying the same bed. Nurses and others 
were ready with the recital of cases im 
which they alleged the disease had been 
caught from inhaling the breaths of con- 
sumptive patients. “And itis certainly cur- 
ious to find that this old notion is at the 
present time receiving something which 
Jooks remarkably like confirmation at the 
hands of the furthest science. It happens 
that, associated with the diseased condition 
called tuberculosis, of which, indeed, the 
familiar ‘‘ consumption ” is one form or 
manifestation, corts un microscopic living 
particles, or ‘* germs,” known us ** bacilli,” 
have been found, The question, *‘* Are 
these * bacilli’ the cause, or morely the re- 
sult, of diseased action 1” naturally arose 
in due course. Exhaustive oxamination 
of cases appears to haye placed beyond rea- 
sonable doubt that these microscopic living 
plants—for such they inay be called—are 
sisbtiatad in the most intimate manner 
with outbreaks of the disease. A recent 
writer tells us that mnon-consumptive cases 
none of these ‘* bacilli” can be detected in 
the lung excretions, He gives a series of 
conclusions which lay down very clearly 


CERTALN HIGHLY 


He declares that the physician can rely up- 
on the correctness of an opinion that con 
sumption is present if these ** bacilli” can 
be detected ; while they are represente sd in 
greatest nunibers when the disease is run- 
ning a rapid course 
Some highly interesting partic ulars re- 

varding the infectiousness of consumption 
hi ive recently been given to the world in 
the report on this disease which has recent- 
ly been issued at the instance of the British 
Modical Association. The Committeo on- 
trusted with the issue of a circular inviting 
the opinions and experience of the medical

| profession regarding the communicability 


of consumption voceived 1,078 replies. No 
fewer than 673 of these were Bilnple neoga- 
tives, these replies meaning that no caso 
on which an opinion could be founded had 
como undor the notice of the person mak- 
ing the return.

Of the remainder,three classes were con- 
satructed—aflirmative answers, numbering | 
no fower than 261; doubtful answers, 39; 
| and nogutive 105. Analysis of 
the altirinative returns reveals somo aston- 
ishing facts, calculated to make us think 
seriously enough of our duty both to the 
sick and to the hale. We read,for example, 
of 192 observers voporting cases of com- 
»iunicatian of consumption believed to have

Facts 
like these might be well-nigh indefinitely 
multiplied ; but, as quoted, they serve to 
show that the chances are enormously in 
favor of the idea that constimption is tm- 
fections, and that the germs or **Bacilli’”’ 
are conveyed from the like ‘ill seed," and 
only too frequently a soil in which to breed 
and grow. Science, however, does not 
leave us hopeleas in faco of auch revela- 
tion, With a knowledge of causes at hand 
wo may be certain that both provention 
and remedy will not be long left in tho 
domain of the unknown,

In the Houso of Lords yosterday, Baron 
Tennyson took the oath and his seat with 
the customary formalities.

of Burleigh. 

Lord Tennyson was attired in his peer's 
robes, as were also his introducers in their 
robes, and together they slowly advanced 
at 4 o'clock from the bar toward the Lord 
Chancellor, who had taken his seat on the 
woolsack. Garter king at arms carried the 
royal patent of nobility, and handed it to 
the new peer, who presented it to the Lord 
Chancellor. 

The document was then handed to tho 
clerk of the House, who read it aloud, and 
administered to Lord Tennyson the usual 
oath, Thereupon the new Baron, with his 
supporters, returned to the bar, and thence 
was conducted to the Baron's bench. 

Taking, his seat there, still accompanied 
by the Duke of Argyll and Lord Kenmare, 
he lifted his cocked hat three times to the 
Lord Chancellor, who returned the saluta- 
tiom. 

Lord Tennyson was then again escorted 
to the woolsack, where the Lord Chancel§ 
lor shook hands with him, after which the 
néw peer retired to remove his showy butra- 
ther cumbersone robe of scarlet and ermine.

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~ THE CINCINNATI RIOT. 

Tho origin, progress and result of the 
recent riot in Cincinnati should be thought- 
fully studied by all friends of stable gov 
ernment. To many in Canada, such a 
lawless expression of disapproval over the 
verdict of a jury in the trial of a prisoner 
charged with murder is quite incompre- 
hensiblo. They cannot understand how 
public opinion can be #0 insulted by 
twelve mon of average intelligence as to 
excite a mob of the more reckless part of 
the community to deeds of violence and 
even bloodshed, Under British law a 
criminal, be his offence what it may, is 
sure to receive a fair and impartial trial, 
Our judiciary is above the reach of the 
briber’s seduction, and wealthy friends of 
the accused do not attempt, because they 
cannot, to influence tho verdict. Woe may 
remark, too, that shrewd criminal lawyers, 
with the promise of a large fee to stimu- 
late their efforts, do not aspire to the 
same ominence in Canada as in the United 
States. They evidently respect the mater- 
ial that composes the average jury, and 
rely less upon money considerations than 
their fellows south of the line. And, 
ry a 
Canadian jiiry that is not strictly in ac- 
cordance with the evidence produced and 
the judge's charge, the people do not lose 
faith in the ultimate triumph of justice,and 
resort to mob violence to what 
they consider to be wrong. ‘There is 
respect paid to legal forms and judicia 
procedure in this country which must be 
regarded as one of the crowning character- 
istics of our people. ‘‘Lynch law,” which 
is almost constantly administered in some 
of the American States, is quite obsolete 
here. Wesometimes read about threats 
being made to lynch perpetrators of hein- 
ous crimes, but in if not every, 
instance, the writer is responsible for the 
expression. An elective judiciary, subject 
to all the corrupting influences that 
dististinguish such ultra-partyism as 
prevails in the United States, cannot 
command that respect and confidence 
which so happily attach to the bench of 
Oanada. For similar reasons, the legal pro- 
fession herein other branches is much 
more free from characterless shysters and 
avaricious pleaders than inthe States. 
There are not the same encouragements, 
nor the same facilities for evading detec- 
tion.

We do not admit, as has been inti- 
mated, that there was a Communistic spirit 
at the bottom of the Cincinnati riot. Com- 
munism, so called, had nothing whatever 
to do with the uprising. It was a revolt 
against an unpopular, or rather defective 
administration of justice, and the lament- 
able result must be attributed, in a large 
measure, to the blundering civic authorities 
whose duty it was to deal with the rioters. 
In a city like Cincinnati there should be 
ample power at the disposal of the chiof 
inagistrate to suppress any such disturb- 
the first indication 
Sufficient power undoubtedly existed, but 
it was wretchedly used, A dispatch stated 
that when tho moral part of the commun- 
ity realized the extent of their huiniliation 
& notice was posted warning all ** criminal 
lawyers " to leave the city at once or take 
the consequences. This, if true, was a 
tacit confession that talented men, reckless 
of honor and seeking only their own pe- 
cuniary interest, can so influence those en- 
trusted with the gravest duties as to de- 
feat the aims of justice and disgrace the 
records of the city. It certainly was a Ja- 
mentable confession, and one that, for the 
honor of republican institutions,should not 
bo repeated.

The Accident on the Intercolonial

The Fireman Crashed eee Conduct- 
or's Alleged Blunder. 


On Tuesday morning, April Ist, two 
freight trains going in opposite directions, 
ran into each other a short distance from 
the Ste Flavie station,on the west side. As 
the one had just left and the other was ar- 


riving, both were going at a comparatively 


slow rate. The shock, however, when 
they met, caused great destruction. The 
tender of the train going toward the 


station was forced on end. The fireman 
left was on the front 
of the engine, putting up a signal flag. 
As his back was to the other train, he did 
not see it coming, and the sound of his 
own prevented him from hearing it. He 
was thus, ina moment, crushed to death 
between the two locomotives. One of his 
legs was cut off very near the knee. What I 
saw of the body was just a handand aknee 
before it was taken out.

1. Reading has heretofore beg 


nN noylect 
ed toa certain extent in our High Schools, 
and as a consequence ho OMMMAtiON was 
required in this subject from candidates 
applying for second or third class certifi 
cates, ‘The now regulations provide that 
every candidate must read'a Passave to be 
solocted by the County Board of Examin- 
ors, and in the presence of an oxaminer 
Board for this 
purpose, the result of this test to be sent 
to the Educational Department, It is 
thought by this means that greater atton- 
tion will bo paid to this very important 
subject of the achool curriculum, 

2, Another subject very much neglected 
is writing, and in this no standard was re 
quired. Under the now regulations excel- 
lonce in poumanship will be absolutely ne 
cossary, Although writing is not generally 
regarded as a test of scholarship, still it is 
very desirable that greater attention should 
be paid to it in our Public Schools, and

ing excellence in the pupil, 

3. To encourage the study of music aud 
drawing an examination may be passed in 
either or both of these subjects, and the 
number of marks obtained by the candidate 
the total 
tained in the obligatory subjects, and thus 


will be added as a bonus to ob- 
assist in making up the aggregate necessary 
for a certificate. It is hoped by this means 
to encourage the study of music and draw- 
ing in all the Public Schools of Ontario. 

4. Tho oxaminations for second-class will 
immediately follow the intermediate and 
third-class examinations, so that both can 
be taken by the same candidate, but third 
class certificates will not be awarded on 
second-class papers. 

5. Every candidate will be required to pay 
a feo of one dollar towards defraying the 
expenses of his examinations. Heretofore 
these examinations have cost the Province 
between $5,000 and $6,000. It is consider- 
ed just that candidates themselves should 
bear this burden, and in doing so they are 
only submitting to the obligation imposed 
upon candidates at the law examinations at 
Osgoode Hall and elsewhere. 

6, It has been the practice in the De- 
partment in orderte retainsuccessful teach- 
ers in the profession to renew third-class 
certificates on the recommendation of the 
Inspector and the Board of School Trustees 
without re-examination. This custom has 
been found to operate injuriously. Many 
teachers were content to continue teaching 
on a third-class certificate trusting to the 
indulgence of the Inspector and the exi- 
gencies of Boards of Trustees for a renew- 
al. Under the new regulations no renewal 
can be obtained without re-examination ex- 
cept under very special circumstances, but 
in order to prevent the worthy teacher 
from leaving the profession the Inspector 
is to be allowed to add any number of 
inarks up to 200 to the number made by 
such a candidate at the non-professional ex- 
amination. 

In this way the teacher is obliged to keep 
up with the educational advancement of the 
country by constantly revising his studies, 
and if successful, his services receive an ap- 
propriate reward. It is also hoped that a 
re-examination will have the tendency of 
inducing many who would be diposed to 
repose upon their laurels, to press into the 
higher rauks of their profession. 

The following is the full list of the regu- 
lations regarding the forthcoming examina

Norr.—It will be observed that the only 


material change introduced into the cur- 
riculum for the present year, is that the 
subjects of reading and writing are required, 
Candidates for te intermediate only will 
take the subjects 1to7, and either sub- 
jects 8, 9, or LL as formerly.

Hon. Mr, Flint's Speech in the Senate. 


(From the Offeial Report, ) 
THunspay, March 20. 
ROMAN CATHOLIC EPISCOPAL Gor- 
PORATION BILL, 
SECOND READING, 


Hon. Mr. Scott moved the second road- 
ing of Bill (84), “An Act to incorporate 
The Roman Catholic Episcopal Corpora- 
tion of Pontiac,” 

He said: This Bill Proposes to incor- 
porate the Roman’ Catholic Diocese of 
Pontiac, which was formally ombraced in 
the Diocese of Ottawa. The necessity for 
its coming to this Parliament for an Act 
to enable it to hold its property in its name 
ag now established, is chiefly owing to the 
fact that the Diocese embraces parts of the 
two Provinces of Quebec and Ontario, nd 
extends very far north beyond the bound- 
ary of either Ontario or Quebec as now 
assumed—that is, to Hudson Bay and the 
waters emptying into it. The Bill is one 
which simply authorizes that community 
of the Catholic body to hold property 
which it has ier and which is, now 
held either by the Church Corporation of 
the Diocese of Ottawa, or held in trust for 
that Corporation. The clauses,of the Bill 
sunply relate to the details of holding this 
property, or to the disposal of it when 
the necessity for holding. it no. longer 
oxista, 

Hon, Mr, Flint—I wish to speak a few 
words on this subject, Iam very much 
obliged to the hon. gentleman from Ottawa 
for holding over this nieasure until to-day, 
and thereby giving me time to look into it, 
lt is some time since I had an opportunity 
of looking into these incorporation Bills, 
but I took the time yesterday to look u 
those that have been passed heretofore. f 
have gone back-as far as 12 Victoria, and 
then from that to 24 Victoria, and from 
that to 46 Victoria, and I find nothing con- 
nected with a Bill dealing with this partic- 
ular Roman Catholic Corporation. It strikes 
me, howeyer, on examination of the Bill, 
that the limits are altogether too large, and 
I think we ure opening up the country in 
favor of this religious corporation faster 
than we ought todo. Ido not know how 
it may be with other lon. gentlemen, but 
in opposing this Bill I fee) that I am right, 
from the fact that I am opposed to all these 
religious corporations, whether Roman Ca- 
tholic or Protestant, having their powers 
extended any farther than is actually ne- 
cessary. I think the large amount of mo- 
ney which is spoken of in one of these bills, 
£5,000 annually, is too much, and that is 
one reason why I am opposed to the meas- 
ure. Then, 1 think it is unfair that in 

opening up an iimense amount of territory 
in’ this country, we should set apart so 
large a portion upon which no taxes are to 
be paid. The consequences of such exemp- 
tions are fast assuming serious proportions 
in many places, and the quantity of prop- 
erty which is held by these religious corpo- 
rations being very large and free from tax- 
ation, the taxes upon other portions of the 
community are necessarily more burden- 
some ; this is particularly the case in Onta- 
rio, and a great deal of feeling has been 
aroused upon this subject. 1 am sure I go 
as far as any hon. gentleman in these mat- 
ters, and endeavor to give to every denom. 
ination of Christians all that is necessary, 
but beyond that Ido not feel inclined to 
go, even for the Church of which Iam an 
unworthy nembér.. These are. two. things 
which I do not like in connection with this 
Bill. As matter of course I do not intend 
to move that the measure be thrown out, 
or anything of that kind, but these are 
among the reasons why I cannot vote for it. 
My third objection to it is this: I believe 
it is no more than right that we should have 
reciprocity on these questions, and if our 
Roman Catholic fellow subjects are to haye 
all that they require in connection with 
these matters of Church Dioceses, I think 
it is only fair that our Protestant fellow 
subjects should have the same, 

Hop, Mr. Power—Don't they. 

Hon. Mr. Flint—No,. they do not. 

Mr, Scott—Name, name. 

Hon, Mr. Flint—Wait a moment, I 
never get up to speak, hon. gentlemen, un- 
less | haye something to say. I noticed a 
few days since, in the -other branch of the 
Legislature, there was a large vote against 
the granting of certain rights to a portion 
of the Protestant popnlation of this count- 
ry—it wasin reference to a Bill called 
‘*The Oranpe Incorporation Bill," I wish 
tosay here that Iam no Orangemen ; I 
never was, I belong to no secret association 
whatever, and never intended to; but I 
think it is only right that those associations 
should have their rights as well as othors, 
and this is an additional reason why I op- 
pose the granting to Cutholics of privileges 
which they will not in turn give to Protes- 
tants. Iam well aware that what they 


| asked for was yery swall, in comparison 


with the Bill which L now holdin my hand; | 


comparatively speaking it was a mere ‘flea 
bite.” What was itthey asked for? Sim- 
ply the right to hold a piece of ground up: 
‘pon which to build their Lodge, —and I 
know, so far as regards my own coupty, 
} that in no instance have they more than 
one acre of ground secured for that purpose, 
although they cannot hold the title them- 
selves ; it must be held by an individual, 
and of course it might happen that they 
would Jose it. That is all they ask, and I 
think they should have it. It may be said 
they are not allowed that privilege in Eng: 
land,—but it must beromembered that we 
are notin England, and the simple right 
which was denied the Orange body here, 
was asked by a body which numbers, as 
; nearly as I can ascertain, some 250,000 of 
the poople of this Dominion. And I know 
| this; that taking them as class, so far as I 
am acquainted with them, they area very 
respoctable body ; and further, L may say 
that teey take the Bible for their guide 
just as much as our Roman Catholic fel- 
low subjects do, and Iam satisfied there 
are a verv large number of bit religious 
people among them They do not of 
course, aa Orangemen, belong to a Church 
of théir own, but are divided among the 
various Ghurcbes, many of thom bolonging 
to the Church of England, the Mothodist 
and other Protestant Charches which ex 
ist throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, and I believe they are as good 
members of those Churches as any who 
attend them. Therefore I think they wore 
entitled to what they asked for,and as they 
cannot have that right, I do not think it 
is my duty (taking into considoration that

| that was marked by such 
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Ihave always acted upon a broad prin 
ciple heretofore) to support this theasure. 
Now, I wish to say that whon I first enter- 
ed public life—beforg I entered into what 
is called political life, or into Parliament 
+l.was asked by two clergymen of the 
Roman Catholic Church in our part of the 
eduntry what I would do for them if they 
supported me. My answer to 
writing, as I got their ‘letters, 
niotto is, ‘* equal rights and privileges to 
all classes of Hor Majesty's subjects, with- 
out distinction of party ox erecd." I have 
héld to that principle until the present 
day, and therefore I feel that, as a Pro- 
testant, I havea right to say, if Any por 
tion of my Protestant fellow-subjects can- 
not have what J think is their muht, and 
that right is refused them by a certain suc- 
tion of the community, who are unwilling 
that it should be granted,—then Tani un- 
willing to give to that section who opposed 
them, similar rights; for 1 think there 
should be reciprocity in these matters. 
These are the views I entertain on this sub- 
ject. I have no ill-feeling against any in- 
dividual connected with the Church of 
Roine, or against the clergymen of that 
church, although I can assure the House I 
have felt their heavy hands sometimes when 
I have been canvassing out iii my county. 
That, however, did not make any differ- 
ence to me, and I did not care whether 
they supported me or not. I never 
asked and never would,—if I had to 
go| through a hundred elections —ask 
them to give me their support, for if a 
man could not support me on principle, 
I would not — for his assistance 
upon’ any other ground. I haye yone 
through several elections, and I am sure 
some of them were very hardly. contest- 
ed, but notwithstanding the fact that 
many of my Roman Catholic fellow- 
subjects were opposed to me tooth and 
nail, I have always been willing to give 
them just and equal rights,—and I am will- 
ing to do still, All I ask is that they should 
reciprocate, and extend those right to us. 
I ain éatisfied that the Bill will pass ; and 
so far as I am individually concerned I am 
not going to object to it further than this; 
—I will not vote for it. I trust,if the Bill 
is read a second time, that I have the same 
priviledge as that which has been accorded 
to my Catholic friends when any measure 
does not suit them, and that the Bill may 
be declared to have heen carried ona di- 
vision, That is all Task. I have stated 
the/principle on which I base my action, 
and will only say that I trust in doing so J 
have not said anything that can be con- 
strued as offending any hon, gentleman, or 
if it can be construed, that I will. be par- 
doned for haying done so, 

Hon. Mr. Scott—I regret that the hon, 
gentleman from Belleville should have felt 
it necessary to make the remarks’ he ' has 
upon the Bill,, We haye had Bills for the 
incorporation of yarious religious bodies in 
Canada, but thisisthe first occasion on 
which I have heard anything like indivi- 
dual opposition offered to them. The hon. 
gentleman said he takes exception to. all 
these bodies, but I did not hear the hon, 
gentleman oppose the Bill which wé have 
before us ret which affected an important 
section of thé Christian people of ‘this 
country—nor in years past when we have 
had Bills of similar character to this. The 
hon. gentleman has never raised his voice 
in opposition to any measures of that kind. 
The hon. gentleman has thought proper to 
give his real reasons for his opposion to 
this Bill, He says it is because all men 
are not meted out equal justice,and he has, 
with very questionable taste, placed on the 
same plane a political secret society, and 
the Roman Catholic Church, which num- 
bers among its adherents 1,750,000 and up- 
wards of his fellow subjects in Canada. 
The hon. gentleman is aware that in. mak- 
ing the observation he has done, and in en- 
deavoring to place upon the same scale the 
body to which he refers, and the Catholic 
body of this country, he pays a very poor 
compliment—to use yery mild language— 
to the large number of Roman Catholics 
in the Dominion. Ishould have thought 
the hon, gentleman fromhislong experience 
of life, would have been able to draw more 
just and charitable conclusions of ‘those 
with whom he has been broughtin contact 
in former years ; but he lets us know that 
there is a Tatent sting in it all—he does not 
seem to have got on with his Roman Cathi- 
olic neighbors, apparently. His complaint 
is that they did not vote for him, 

Hon. Mr. Flint—I do not blame them 
at all. 

Hon. Mr, Scott—Because they did not 
give him their support in former years, 
when he needed it, and because they 
chose’ to exercise perfectly independent 
judgment, he takes this opportunity to 
have a fling at the whole Roman Catholic 
body of the country. Because, forsouth, 
one branch of the Parliament of Canada, 
headed by leading Protestants, took a 
tg ad action in reference to a particu- 

ar measure— which measure was con: 
ceded to be for a political and admittedly 
secret rather than a religious body—the 
hon. gentleman says because a branch of 
the Parliament of Canada has seen fit not 
to give to that body what they demanded, 
ergo the Roman Catholics of this 
country should be denied the right to hold 
property. I only regret that the hon. 
gentleman's feclings are so bitter, and his 
mind so narrow, that he takes a partial 
view of so just a measure As the one I 
holdin my hand. I have had occasion 
to listen to a yood many speeches in Par- 
limmeont, but certainly T never heard one 
narrowness of 
thought and such bigotry towards so large 
and influential a body as that I have 
named, Neither in the old Parliament of 
Canada, nor in the various Provinces, 
whether the majority was of ong donomi

HEAVY LOSS FROM THE ARAB CHARGE. 


An Advance Movement of tho Katire 
lorce, 


From the London Timea, 


Svakim, March 14, 9,46 p. m,— Shortly 
aftor I sent off my measage of yosterday, 
the force returned to the zariba to bivouuc 
for the night. The day Was won, but 
thore was still hard work to do in  search- 
ing for the missing, This work wie in a 
great measure accomplished by the mount- 
od infantry. Major Turner, too, who is 
always to the fore in emergencies, brought 
in many of those whom we had lost. Wo 
had a sad scene in camp at dusk, when it 
was necessary Lo bury our dead. Thoke 
five minutes during which our men could 
not stand against tho rebel charge had 
caused 

GUEAT LOSS AMONG OUR TROOPS, 


As 1 said yesterday, the Black Watch had 
suffered more heavily than any other regi- 
ment, but other branches of the service 
had also to deplore tlie loss of many of 
their number, Night canie on. before we 
were able to recover all the missing. 
Major Turner was out searching till the 
last, and was finally ordered in, when he 
reported that there were still from 20 to30 
men on the ground. 
THE NIGHT PASSED QUIETLY. 

We had somewhat expected an attack, but 
none came, and we were only disturbed at 
intervals by the noisé made by the rebels 
in calling to one another and apparer.tly 
wailing and praying. Yet nota shot was 
fired into the zarviba, and we discovered in 
the morning that the enemy’s occupation 
had been the burying of their dead. They 
had not had time to inter all, so they had 
buried their Sheikhs only. That they 
were entirely cowed was proved by their 
not firing at us, although they were within 
300, or 400 yards of our camp. 

This morning the troops arch out at 8 
aim. The movement was called 

A RECONNOISSANCK IN FORCE, 

though in reality it was an advance of the 
entire force, save the Naval Brigade, which 
was left, behind because the General 
thought the guns would be heavy to draw, 
and that there would be no tight. The ca 
valry, which had passed the night at Bak- 
or’s zariba, reached the advanced zariba at 
Mount Kassin at about 7.80 in the morn- 
ing. They at once proceeded to scour the 
country in search of the enemy. The} 
mounted infantry was also onoutpost duty, 
and doing good work among the hills. Be- 
yond the valley were found several groups 
of rebels, who fled before them. 

At8a. m, the troops advanced in the 


same formation as yoster ay except that 
the Ist Brigade was somewhat in advance 


on tlic right instead of in the rear. With- 
out any obstacle they reached the yalley, | 
marching over a tract yerv 

THICKLY RTREWN WITH DEAD REBELS, 


The Ist Brigade then descended the val- 
ley, and inclining to the right reached the 
springs, whore the horses, ules aud ani- 
mals were watered, They tlien climbed | 
the steep sides of the valley and made over 
the hills for Samasi, which village was 
yaached about. 10.30. ‘The cavalry and | 
jnounted infantry meanwhile crowned the 
hills all around. The ground was very dif- | 
ficult for troops,the hillsides being covered | 
with loose stones, very dangerous for cav- 
alry work. The village of Tamasi is situ- 
ated in a hollow some 500 yards in area and 
surrounded by high, steep rocks. The 60th 
halted at the top of the rocks, while the 
7hth descended into the valley and ran | 
aueked the huts. The cavalry meanwhilo 
kept the hills around, the rebels firing at 
us in a desultory fashion from the mountain 
tops. 

A great quantity of ammunition for rifles 
and a largo number of shells were fond in 
the village, part.of-which was burned yes- 
terday, but which was nob by any means 
ontirely destroyed. Ju several huts also 

STACKS OF KIFLES WERE FOUND, 
These were at once destroyod by our men, 
As the rebels showed iio signs of a wish to 
attack ouy mon the infantry were withdrawn 
after some tine, the sun being very hot, to | 
the springs in the first valley. The mount- | 
ed infantry were then recalled and the cay- | 
alry ordered to set fire to the entire village, 
whore a great quantity of Remington rifles 
had been found and destroyed, and where, 
in some of the huts, were collected as many 
as 30 or 40 boxes of ammunition, and many 
shells belonging to the guns taken from 
Sinkat, Tokar, and El Tub. 

THE VIRING OF THE VILLAGK, 


with {ts otores and ammunition, afforded us 
a wonderful spectacle, Ata short distance 
any one would have thought that a fearful 
battle was raging in the valley beneath us. 
Volley firing was perfectly represented by 
whole boxes of Remington cartridges ox- 
ploding at one time, w hile eyery now and 
then tho explosion of heavy shells added 
to the realigui of the scone, 

‘The village of Tamasi having been burnt, 
I returned with the cavalry to the springs 
in the first valley, and there, hearing that 
the troops were all to return to Baker's gn 
viba to-day, ] left the force to ride on to 
Huyakim, ‘On the way I passed over yoster- 
day's battlo-field with Captain Slade, and 
thore found a wounded Yebel, who, by some 
inyaterjous olhance, had not boon killed yos- 
torday after the Aight.

She will probably prove 
a fast boat in smooth water, or moderate fresh 
breezes, without too much of a sea on, 

This boat is not to have any external ballast.

With 
thisend in view he urged the general 
adoption of bulk measurement—of the 
actual sive of hull—as the best means of 
testing type, and in this we heartily 
agreed with him. This rule was in force 
in the New York Yacht Club for several 
years, but the easy victories of the English 
cutters Madge and Maggie over coatre- 
board sloops of much greater capacity gave 
assurance that, were n match sailed under 
it with one of the big British cuttera for 
the cup,* that very sarefully 
guarded trophy, which was at one time 
emblomatical of the yachting champion- 
ship of the world, and which tho Club had 

lost its honor in defending by trickery 
instead of by fair sailing, would infallibly 
cross the “herring pond" in the plate 
locker of the cutter. So in 1883, owing to 
«rumor that a cutter would challenge for 
the cup, the N. Y. Y. C. altered its rule 
80 as to embrace sail area and length, 
under a formula which was less fair 
to cutters than a rule founded on a similar 
basis which had, the year previous, been 
adopted by the Seawanhaka Corinthian 
Yacht Club, of New York, which is now 
the best yachting organization at the com- 
mercial metropolis of the United Statos, 
Having ‘thus found that he could not

THE HANSARD. 


Our local contemporary accuses us of 
unreliability because we stated that the 
Grit party voted, on the 2nd inst., for the 
abolition of the official report of the debate 
in the Commons.. As usual, our critic is 
incorrect. A careful analysis of the divi- 
sion list shows that 39 Grits—including 
Messrs, Blake and Mackenzie—voted for 
the abolition of the report, and but 22 
members of that party voted in favor of its 
eontinuance. Thus, if the continuance of 
the report depended.on the vote of the 
Grit party, it would have been abolished 
by the substantial majority of 17 ina total 
rote of 61. Therefore we were justified 
in asserting, and we repeat the statement, 
that the Grit party would, if they could, 
abolish the official record of the speeches 
delivered in Parliament. 


McLAREN vs. CALDWELL. 


The Privy Council having decided the 
long-vexed question as to the use of rivers 
and streams in favor of Mr. Caldwell, the 
decision will be loyally accepted by all con- 
cerned. There is, however, one aspect of 
the matter that will be comforting to those 
who have upheld Mr. McLaren's right to 
refuse the use of his property without pro- 
per compensation, and that is that the great 
weight of judicial opinion in this country— 
where the case is best understood—has 
been in favor of Mr. McLaren. The judges 
whohave decided in thematter areasfollows:

Does 
the world see it? After afew other remarks 
the speaker went on to say that a circular 
is sent out, andisit nota fact that fow 
pay much attention to it. Does it come 
with any authority ? Many ministers felt 
little desire to answer these questions. Are 
we honest and conscientious when we can’t 
answer, or answer ina way that throws 
nolight on the subject, The Conveners 
-have great diftioulty in getting light be- 
eause a large majority of the circulars sent 
are returned without satisfactory partic- 
ulara ; thus the present system is shown to 
be defective. What might prove a better 
method would be; abolish the Com- 
mittee on the State of Religion, do away 
with circulars, let the Presbyteries set 
apart a portion of each meeting into 
the examination of the spiritual state 
of each congregation through the min- 
ister and an elder of each. Then if 
thus brought before the Presbytery 
anda brother appointed for the work to 
visit any particular congregation the Pres- 
bytery visits as carried out do not attain 
the end in view. The Moderator or some 
man in whom the Presbytery has confi- 
dence should visit the congregations and 
report on their condition, &c. Mr. Macleod 
went on to make a numbor of other yalu- 
able suggestions which were ably discussed 
by Messrs. Carmichael, Somerville, Mc- 
Crea, McArthur, Robertson and McDon- 
nell, 

The Rey. Mr. Somerville introduced the 
question ; ‘* What place should exposition 
of the seriptures hold in public worship.” 
His address was not elaborate, but was of 
much practical value and elicited some in- 
teresting discussion.

THR RAILWAY BRIDGE. 


A letterfrom Richard Filliter, Esq.,on the 

subject ofthe railway bridge on North Front 
street, which we print in another column, 
contains some suggestions of moment, The 
bridge is, as Mr. Filliter truly says.of groat 
importance, and that it has all the faults 
which he attributes to it every one who has 
crossed the structure inust be aware. That, 
in the condition in bridge has 
been, it wasdangerous tothepublicas well as 
to the employees of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Company, sad and convincing proof 
has been given, and the Company, who are 
now rebuilding it,should put it ina safe con- 
dition. If, however, we are correctly 
informed they do not intend to attend 
to the requirements of the case. The 
plan for the new bridge does 
not, we have reason to believe, show any 
increase in the height or width of the new 
structure over those of that which it is to 
replace. In fact, although the law requires 
that the height of railway bridges shall be 
such as to allow seven foet in the clear be- 
tween tho top of the highest car and the 
bridge, we were informed that there will 
be but two or three feet of clear space be- 
tween the top of the highest cars and the 
bottom of the bridge beams. The only im- 
provement that will be introduced is the 
possible erection of a sidewalk for foot 
passengers. It may be that the Company 
are acting without full knowledge of the 
requirements. If so, we trust that they 
will attend to the representations made 
herewith. Should they, despite the rep- 
resentations made to them, adhere to their 
present plan, wo trust that action will be 
taken to compel them, so far as possible,to 
attend to the public safety.

The business men of this city and resi-

Rallway Statistics, 


A blue-book containing the raflway sta- 
tistics of Canada for the past year was laid 
before Parliament on the 8th. It 
that during the year under consideration 
construction was carried on with great ac- 
tivity in various parts of the Dominion. 
Ono thousand two hundred and seventy- 
five miles were added to the length of Ca- 
nadian railroads, making a total of 8,805 
miles under traffic, and when the lines at 
present under construction are completed, 
which will be within two years, the rail- 
way system of Canada will comprise over 
11,400 miles, and the paid up capital in- 
creased to $494,271}264, or 19 per cont. 
The share and bonded liability per mile of 
railway complete and under construction 
is $2,253. liability for 
shares and bonds of railway in operation 
18 approximated at #341,074,466. The 
business done by all the lines in operation 
has grown to large proportions. The gross 
amount of freight carried during the 
year was 13,266,255 tons,the gross receipts 
for which were #21,320,208,. The number 
The 
gross receipts, together with those for mails 
and sundries, was $11,924,377, making a 
gross revenue of $33,244,585, an increase 
in reccipts over those of the preceding year 
of $4,216,796. These figures indicate the 
vast proportions attained by our railway in- 
terests, and cannot fail to impress the pub-

Moses in the Soudan, 


An Account of a Little War That Preveded 
El Mahdl'« by Many Centuries. 


The Soudan is none other than the Cush 
of the Bible, which the Septuagint and the 
Vulyate render Ethiopia. When Moses 
had arrived at man’s estate, Egypt was in- 
vaded hy the Europeanarmy, which success- 
fully laid waste the country as faras Mem- 
phis. In their despair the Egyptians prayed 
to the oracles for aid, and the advice they 
recoived was that they should offer the 
leadership of their armies to ‘* Moses, tho 
Hebrew.” Jhis they did. The great diffi- 
culty of the campaign was to traverse the 
roads which led to the European camp, in 


The wily Israelite 
provided his advance guard with a number 
of ibes in baskets and instructed the 
soldiers to let the birds loose on the ser- 
pents. By this ingenious expedient the 
roads were speedily cleared and Moses was 
enabled to surprise the Ethiopians and de- 
feat them with great slaughter. Carrying 
the war into Meroe itself, Moses then laid 
siege to the capital, Saba. The obstinate 
resistance offered by the defenders pro- 
longed the siege for some time, but eventu- 
ally the city was delivered up by Tharbis, 
the daughtor of the Ethiopian King, who 
had watched Moses from a distance, and 
from admiring his valor had fallen in love 
with him.

As this has again become a subject of 
somo discussion, perh-ps it may interest 
your readers to remind them that the first 
person to suggest the interpretation of an 
extraordinary refraction causing the sun 
and moon apparently to remain above the 
horizon Jonger than usual was Spinoza, in 
the second chapter of his Tractatus Theolo- 
gico-Politicus, Spinoza, whose object was 
to dispense with the necessity fora miracle, 
confuses the refraction of the rays of light 
by the atmosphere with their dispensation 
of scattering and assumes that the appear- 
ance was strictly similar to such prolonga- 
tions of daylight as we have witnessed in the 
recent gorgeous sunsets. Some late writ- 
ers (¢. g., the late Rey. T. Milner, in his, 
Astronomy and Scripture) have supposed 
that there really wasanabnormal refraction 
which kept tho sun (supposed to be near its 
setting) appardntly above the horizon for 
soe time longer than usual. 

A consideration, however,of the position 
of the site of the battle and its vicinity 
shows that any idea of this kind is unten- 
able as wellas unnecessary.

Rowell & Co's American Newsraren 
DICTIONARY, now in press, it appears that 
the and periodicals of al] 
kinds at present issued in the United States 
and Canada reach a grand total of 153,402. 
This is a net gain of precisely 1,600 during 
the last twelve months, and exhibits 
increase of 5,618 over the total 
published just ten years since. The in- 
crease in 1874 over the total for 1873 was 
493. During the past year the dailies have 
increased from 1,138 to 1,254 ; the weeklies 
from 9,062 to 10,028 ; and the monthilies 
froin 1,091 to 2,499. The groatest increase 
is in the Western States. Illinois, for in- 
stance, now shows 1,009 papers in place of 
last year’s total of 904, while Missouri 
issues 604 instead of the 525 reported in 
1883. Other leading Western States also 
exhibit a great percentage of increase. 
The total number of papers in New York 
State is 1,523, against 1,309 in 1883

cept Christinas day, New Year's day and Good 
Friday in every year, any day appointed by pre 
clamation of the Governor for the purpose of a 
general fast or « general thankegiving,sich days 
ax are appointed for the celebration of the birth- 
day of ter Majesty and her royal successors, 
aud such other days as may be from time to time 
GU sega) as holidays by the Governor in coun 
cil, 


To which Dominion day has since been 
added by 42 Vic. cap. 47 (1879). 

The banking act of 1872 (35 Vic., cap. 8) 
names the legal bank holidays for Ontario, 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, with some 
additional holidays for Quebec, but Easter 
Monday does not occur in either list. The 
banking Act of 1885 (44 Vic. cap. 20, sec- 
tion 10) ads Easter Monday for the whole 
of the Dowinion. 


But these sections apply 
to banks only, and to them only as far as 
bills of exchange and promissory notes are 
concerned, 

It appears to have got into the public 
mind that us Kaster Monday has by the 


bankiny act of last session been made a 


public holiday as far as bills of exchange 
and promissary notes are concerned,it must, 
therefore, be a public holiday in the post 
office, customs and excise.

Tho factory has a machine of ita own in- 
vention for tho bending of the hoop inte 
shape. After it has been cut to the p ropex 
lens wth and width, the straight strip of iror 
is Pin over a kemi-circular cdge of atocl, on 
Which it is fivmly held, and drops on the 
floor a round hoop, with « fold in the mid- 
dle to cateh the topand bottom edges of 
the pail. After a waterproof composition 
is put on, the pail is baked in a kiln for 
about 48 hours, at the temperature of be- 
tween 200 and 800 degrees. It is dried af 
tor its first coat of paint, and sandpapered, 
and then takes two more coats of paint, 
with a drying between, and 4 coat of yar- 
nish which is baked on, before—with its 
wooden handle and brass clamps—the pail 
is ready for the hand of the dairy maid, 
hostler, or cook. The advocates of paper 
pails claim that they are lighter, cheaper, 
aca nore durablo than those of tin or wood. 


Dr Koch's Tivestigétion 
Germs, 


Pall Mall Gaxette. 


Some very interesting details concerning 
the recently discovered cholera germ are 
contained in the sixth cholera report which 
the leader of the German Scientific Com- 
mission, Dr, Koch, lias just sent home 
from Calcutta. The Conimission, after 
examining the corpses of twenty-bwo chol- 
ora pationts at Calcutta, is satistied that a 
specinl kind of bacteria, kuown as the 
comma bacillus, js always present in thie 
intestines of cholera patients. As the vege- 
tation of these bacterin cannot be the re- 
sult of cholora,Dr, Koch believes that they 
are its cause. Many other facts confirm this 
supposition, Their presence is confined to 
the intestines, which is the seat of the dis- 
case, none being found in the stomacli. 
They increased and multiplied on the 
clothessoiled with choleraic objections which 
had been damp for twenty-four hours. A 
similar increase Was noticeable when the 
ejections were spread on the surface of linen 
paper, and especially on damp earth, After 
twenty-four hours the thin layer of mucus 
had in all cases been changed into a dense 
nuiss of cholera, A more reassuring fact is 
that the cholera bacilli die sooner when 
dried than almost any other kind of bac- 

teria. Three hours’ drying is suflicient 
j to kill them, <A very small quantity of free 
acid, which does not hinder the growth of 
other bacteria, stops their development. 
When swallowed the cholera gern is de- 
stroyed in the process of digestion. Animals 
fed on bacilli were afterwards killed, and 
showed no traces of their presence in either 
stomach or intestines, Altogether, Dr. 
Koch’s report jgiveé vs good hope that 
scivnce is at last on the track of the scourge 
of the east.

Mr, Robertson 
has also, we have reason to beliove, enter- 
ed into correspondence with Sir Charles 
on the subject, We trust that the result 
will be favorable ; but, whether this effort 
be successful or not, Mr. Robertson is 
entitled to the thanks of his constituents 
and of tho people generally for his able 
and persistent advocacy of their interests. 
The stumbling-block in the path of Bolle- 
ville and Madoc has been tho allogation 
of Mr, H. Cameron, M.P., that the charter 
for the oxtension of the Midland had 
lapsed. Ritchie & Co, secured the charter, 
as far as the vote of the House of Commons 
can give it to them, by giving out the im- 
pression that no bonus would be required 
if thoy got the franchise. This was on a par 
with their*other lies—with their promises 
readily made to Hon. Mr. Bowell, from 
which they backed down so soon as thoy 
thought they were in a position to do so, 
and with the ridiculous assertion of their 
stupid apologist, Dr. Platt, who wanted 
the House to believe that the clauses under 
which they agreed to give fair play to 
Belleville and Madoc, were put into the 
printed bill ‘* to see how they would look!” 
Under these circumstances, the House 
passed the bill; but every member of the 
Government who was present voted against 
it. Now these modern Croesuses, who were 
going to build the line to Bancroft without 
the aid of a dollar of public money, come 
forward and ask for a bonus of $6,000 per 
inile for the. twenty-three miles of railway 
to be built. At once a competitor appears 
in the Irondale, Bancroft and Ottawa line, 
the promoters of which offer to build their 
road for $3,200 per mile, and the Govern- 
nient, disgusted with the trickery and de- 
ception of Ritchie & Co., give the prefer- 
ence to the other company. 
It is thus apparent that the outcry that 
the Government has ignored Belleville is 
false. Our charter was disputed; its renew- 
al was prevented bylthe false promises and 
deception of Ritchie & Co. ; the House of 
Commons decided, in opposition to the 
votes of the members of the Government, 
to give the charter to the Central Ontario ; 
and so the Belleville and Madoc line was, 
for the time being, left out in the cold. 
We say for the time being ; for if the Sen- 
ate will throw out the Central Ontario bill, 
there can be no doubt that, next year, Par- 
liament will grant a charter for the Mid- 
land extension and the Government will 
give the assistance necessary to socure the 
construction of the line. It is plainly the 
duty of the Upper House to do this, as it is 
now apparent that the passage of the mea- 
sure through the Commons was achieved 
by its promoters “on the district under- 
standing that they would build the road at

From behind the plain, broad writing 
table, a brisk, active figure came forward 
to greot we with a bright twinkle of the 
eye, a sunny stile and 4 hearty grasp of 
the hand.

The climbing perch of the Indian region, 
which gained its name from having been 
seen by its discoverer on the stem of a Pal- 
myra palm, five feet above the ground, 
where it was apparently struggling, by 
means of the spines on its scales, and gill- 
covers, to7yet higher, As that happened 
nearly a hundred years ago, and there is no 
nutlentic instance of the fish having since 
been detected climbing trees, the occur- 
rence may fairly be reyarded as incidental 
rather than habitual, ‘There is no doubt, 
however, thatit Uuavels long and far by 
land, generally in the morning when the 
dew heat its path, although on one occa- 
sion Mr. E. L. Layard imet a number of 
thom PAT calong a dusty road under 
a mid-day sun, They are said to form a 
favorite food of the boatinan on the Ganges, 
who have beon known to keep themalive for 
five or six days without water, und to find 
them at the end of that time as lively as 
when first caught. The typical fish cannot 
breath a,out of the water; but the climb- | 
ing perch can, because above its gills, and } 
in the same cavity with them, lies an or- | 
gan, composed of “a complicated system 
of thin boney plates, which acts as a lung. 
Many fishes occur in the fresh waters of 
the Amazon basin which are amphibious, 
They all have gills by which they cin 
breathe, like other fishes, in water; but 


they have also special contrivances for en- | 


abling them to respire atinosphere air us 
well. One of these amphibious fishes of 
South Aimerica is in the habit of traveling 


by night in great droves, moving as fast as } 


a man can walk, its only locomotive organs 
being the spiny ray of its pectoral fins and 
its tail, Another, inhabitating the swamps 
of Carolina,travels by loaps, and always, it 
has been observed, in the direction of the 
nearest water. Most of these fishes live in 
ponds and marshes which are liable to dis- 

appear in the day season,and itis in search 
of fresh waters that they undortake those 
migrations. There are many parts of the

A BRaltlway Ladder.

Marshall Pass, by which the main range 
of the Rockies is crossed, is a yroat railway 
ladder. I do not propose to describe it—a 
Whole article by itself would be needed for 
that, Atits foot you are six thousand foot 
above the sea level; at its summit you are 
ton thousand ; yet on either side weather- 
beaten peaks rise nearly four thousand feet 
above yourhead. If you will carvlossly toss 
a cord down upon the floor (only guarding 
against its making any crossed loops), you 
will have a fair idea of the way the track 
runs here.

being securely covered up, as hens thus sot 
should be, and taken off every second day 
whether they wish or not. Another very 
good way is to make a nest ina barrel on 
the ground in a sheltered locality, or in a 
shed or unused corner of the barn, and se 
curely blacked to prevent rolling, having a 
coop mn front, to which, later in the season, 
the hon may have froe access to obtain food 
and drink at pleasure ; but in cold weather, 
especially if out of doors, a board cover will 
be required in front of the barrel, and held 
in place by the coop, as a protection from 
cold and storms. 

Keep tho hens on neat egys until satistiod 
that they mean business, before giving them 
valuable eggs. It is a poor plan to set only 
one hen at once, as she will probably hatch 
too small a family to waste her time in rais- 
ing. If you set seven hens, for instance, 
and hatch sixty chickens, it is not very bad 
for early March. You can give the chick- 
ens to five hens, and place fresh eggs under 
the other two hens, renewing thew nests a 
little, and by that time you may haye found 
three or four more sitting hens to set with 
them, and so on. We would not set a hen 
more than six weeks, as she will lose vitali- 
ty ; nor would we give, chickens te a hen 
which had set much over three. weeks, not 
only for the same reason, but because she 
will be likely to wean thém too soon. Feed 
your sitting hens on nothing but corn and 
water to guard against looseness of the 
bowels and consequent destruction of eggs 

We would advise that you aim for 200 
pullets next fall,and this,as before remark? 
ed, ioplies aiming also for 500 chickens 
this spring, for, after deducting losses and 
crowers, and doing some necessary culling 
in the fall,you will probably not haye many 
if any over 200 pullets left. Ifa good pro- 
portion of your chickens are hatched early, 
the sale of crowers for broilers, ete., will 
very largely aid in paying the expense of 
your pullets, and we have often in this 
way raised pullets to maturity for consider- 
ably less than nothing—but as ready money 
is required to. do even this, we would suy- 
gest appropriating say $200 for buying your 
eggs and raising your chickens; for the 
larger they grow, the heavier draughts 
they, of course, make on the grain bin and 
consequently on the wallet ; but if you find 
in November that you have 200 laying pul- 
lets and that your $200, or a large portion 
of it, has returned to you, it will do youno 
harm, and even if they haye cost you thie 
whole of it, they are well worth it at that 
season of the year, with oggs at forty cents 
and upwards per dozen. If you haye many 
over 200 we could cull down to about that 
number and not cramp yourself with too 
heavy a load. 

Your necessary buildings we should call 
$200 more ; for although you may build 
for $100, or even less, we should, in our 
own case, prefer to have thom more expen- 
sive, and think the fowls will do better in 
them, while the extra conyenience in car- 
ing for them is no smal! consideration, 
Your remaining $100 we should reserve for 
working capital, to enable you to operate 
to best advantage, such as buying your 
winter's grain in the fall,etc., or a superior 
bird occasionally, if opportunity presents.

Tho License Commissionoraappointed by 

the Ontario Goyernment met in the Inspec 


tor’s office this morning to consider the 
granting of licenses in this district,

Good Housekeeping. 
In the first place, the thorough house- 
keeper feels that the successfn] manage- 
ment of her domestic duties requires 
much thought and attention. She is, 
therefore, quite willing to expend some 
brain power upon it. Now, suppose we 
set aside one hour each morning, and de- 
cide to devote that entirely to our house. 
Let the larder first be visited, and the 
ways and means for the day’s food be 
well considered before the orders are 
given ; and then, if possible, let the or- 
ders be final. Do not consider it at all 
derogatory to be seen studying a cookery 
book ; we must be very perfect if we can 
learn nothing from other sources; En- 
deayor to have a change of food, and 
also a variety in the way of serving it 
in short, study your daily dinner. Have 
a book upstairs in which you enter all 
the orders and quantities which should ‘be 
given to the tradespeople each day, and 
should the eook order extra or different 
things, let her understand that you itend 
to be the dispenser of your own income, A 
good housekeeper will have some plan in 
her mind for the week’s food. She will 
know when the cook should havo sufficient 
stock to make soup ; and-every housewife 
will soon find how expecting the soup to be 
made, and explaining how it must be done, 
Will form the habit of haying it done, Our 
servants are very much what we make 
them, and it has been the lazy and in- 
efficient system. that housekeeping has 
degenerated into that has made servants 
what they are. In factories or work- 
shops the foreman or forewoman exer- 
cises Constant supervision over the work- 
peeple i 20, also, should our servants be 
ooked after. After the kitchen is at- 
tended to, walk up stairs and see ifthe 
rest of the work is properly carried on. 
Pyobably you have given some order ; see 
if it has been executed as you wish. This 
general supervision will be ten times more 
effectual than the usual fault-finding by fits 
and starts—a grand row now and then, 
when both mistress and maid lose the con- 
tro) of their tempers, and which probably 
ends in notice to quit being given from one 
side to the other, Lastly, paying your bills 
yourself ; it brings you into contact with 
your tradespeople ; it lets you know more 
fully the current price of articles. Now, 
your hour’s time well employed and done 
to the best of your ability, dismiss the sub- 
ject from your mind. - Do not be worrying 
over dinners and seryants all day, always 
bemoaning short comings ; and, above and 
beyond all, be morally courageous. Ina 
home that is well and conscientiously 
managed, it will be impossible to find 
content and unhappiness.

When "oonatalo wing their ‘effect upon the 
body, poisons may be divided ints irritants, 
corrosives and narcotics, 

The effect of irritants (@uch as" canthari- 


clea, chlorine gas, carbolic neid, ete.) upon 
tho tissues is imp ied in’ the name, . The 
LpbLabwg Pobion-bokes place In tle mouth, 
the ailmentary canal and the stomach. 

The corrosives (such as the caustic alka- 
lies, and the mineral and vegetable acids) 
tad to Vieak down and destroy all parts 
of the body with which they come in con- 
tact 

The narcotics (sucli us chloral, belladonna 
wleohol, ete.) may paas through the’ throat 
into the stomach, and theneointo the in- 
tostines and blood, without ‘doing: imme- 
(ate harm to these parts. «The real injury 
does not. begin until,the poison: introduced 
inte the blood reaches the brain and ner- 
vous system. 

This knowledge as to the action of pois- 
ons at one suggests the nature of the. rem- 
ody. _ Before referring to the treatment of 
et ul poisons it will "be well to consider 
briefly the first treatment for poisons in 
general. When poison has been taken in- 
to the stomach, fiscertam, if possible, its 
hature, then send for a physicifin! In the 
meantime, whatever the nature of the 
poison may be, efforts should “be made to 
rid the stomach of it... The old fashioned 
way of doing this) was, by means |.of:the 
stumach-pump ; but as.these instruments 
are difficult to find in time of need; it is 
not safe to rely upon them. First, then, try, 
to produce yomiting by running the. fin ser 
down the throat, by. frequent. draughts 
of warm water or by a solution of ground 
mitistard or of common salt, Mix a table- 
spoonfal of ground ‘mustard in'a glass of 
water, of this mixtate give the person two 
or three draughts, followed by twice the 
quantity of warm water.’ Repeat this dose 
until vomiting-is produced... A tumbler of 
warm water in, which a teaspoonful of salt 
has been . dissolyed, often’ serves the same 
purpose... If vomiting. is not produced by 
this means, give emetics. Of . these, the 
most commonly. used are sulphate of zinc 
(twenty to thirty grains to a teacupful of 
wator) and ipecactanha (fifteen to thirty 
grains to a teacupful of water.) Follow the 
use of either of these emetics with frequent 
draughts of warm water. “Hardly too much 
of this simple remocy can be taken. If there 
1g any PH aa in getting the person to 
swallow, and, if the stomach. still. retains 
its, poisonous contents, efforts should be 
made to. pour the water down the throat, 
Sometimes this can be done by means of 
rubber tubing. 

After this tubing is introduced into the 
throat and extended to the stomach- 
Which is, of course, filled ‘with water—theé 
contents may bé forced fo run out by, hold; 
ing the mouth of the’ tube below the level 
of the stomach. By this means the stom, 
ach can be repeatedly and thoroughly wash- 
ed out. 

Some of the poison, however, may already 
have reached the intestines. To allay its 
effects in these parts, Jarge _ quantities of 
milk arid White of egg should be given; and 
flour, barley or gum arabic water shotild fol- 
low some poisonsias soothing lotions/’ Large 
(loses of castor oil.ave frequently of service 
in hastening the passage of the poison 
through the intestmes. When the nature 
of the poison is known, the right antidote 
may often be given without delay.—Dr: 
Sargent ve Wide, Awake.

Death of Chief Justice Spragge, 


Chief Justice Spragge died at Toronto on 
Sunday morning, aged nearly 78 years: 
The late Chief Justice was one of the ablest 
judges'in Canada. At an early age he was 
called to the bar, having passed nearly all 
the examinations with honors. . In 1834 he 
opened an office at 28 Newgate (now Ade- 
laide) street, Toronto, where he practised 
for somé tine with continued suceess. . He 
rose with distinction through the several 
grades of the legal profession. In 1884 he 
was appointed the first Master,of the Court 
of Chancery of Ontario. He was appointed 
Vice-Chancellor 1850, retired 
from active work as a barrister: to assume 
honorable duties of the bench. 
Asa judicial officer he continued to be a 
student of the law, and the great success he 
achieved is due entirely to the careful and 
painstaking way he couformed to the re- 
quirements of his office. In 1851 he was 
elected Treasurer of the Law Society, of 
Upper Canada, and in that office displayed 
considerable executive ability. He was 
married about this tine to a daughter of 
Doctor Thom, of Perth. On the death of 
William H, Blake, in 1869, the position of 
Chancellor became vacant,and was offered to 
Mr. Spragge, who accepted it, and thus as- 
sumed a still higher position on the legal 
Here he continued his career of

judgment. The remembrance of his early 
days made him yery kind and _ friendly to- 
wards the younger members of the bar, 
Whose respect for him was thus greatly in- 
creased, In April, 1882, he was elevated 
to tlie highest position on the bench in On- 
tario, yacated by the much lamented death 
of Chief Justice Moss. Almost until the 
day of his death he continued to perform 
the duties of that important office, always 
displaying an almost unerring judgment.

which alone, according to the evidence, the 
stream was rendered floatable. The only 
difference between them was as to the 
means by which the compensation should 
be determined. Would the Whig have 
evidence of this! Let it read the Rivers 
and Streams Bill, as passed by the Ontario 
Legislature in 1881, 1882 and 1883, and 
therein will be found proof of our state- 
ment that Mr. McLaren was entitled to 
compensation, for Mr. Mowat’s Act decreed 
that the rates or tolls should be fixed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, This 
provision would have made Mr, Mowat 
the sole arbitrator, and as Mr, Caldwell is 
avery influential friend of the Ontario 
Premier, the gross unfairness of the pro- 
posed law towards Mr. McLaren is obvious. 
That Mr. Mowat had become convinced of 
the injustice of his proposed method of 
arbitration is evident from the fact that 
the fourth edition of his bill, passed at the 
last session of the Legislature, provides for 
the determination of the tolls by three dis- 
interested arbitrators. 

The case which was submitted to the 
Privy Council, then, did not turn on the 
views of Sir John and Mr. Mowat as to 
compensation—for on that they were 
agreed, except as to the method of deter- 
mining the amount—but on the contentions 
of the litigants themselves. 

We would also remind the Whig that 
Mr. McLaren did not, as it states, 
obstructions in the river. The stream was 
not floatable in a state of ature, and Mr. 
Mclaren erected works—improvements, 
not obstructions—which made it possible 
to float timber down it at all times.

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF 


THE DOMINION. 


The Mail has presented an able review 
of tho session, including the following lucid 
statoment of the financial condition of the 
Dominion, which iss o important that it 
ought to command the close attention of 
every reader :—*'An effort has been, and 
will no doubt continue to be, made by the 
Opposition to misrepresent the expenditure 
of the Government as indicated by the es- 
timates passed for the coming fiscal year 

The following statement will show exactly 
the position: —Estimates for 1884-85 charg- 
ed to revenue—Main estimates, $29,811,- 
639 ; first supplementary estimates, $615,- 
809; second supplementary estimates, $47, - 
706 ; total, as per estimates, $30,475,154 ; 
additional interest on readjustment of debts 
of provinces, $357,000 ; interest on $12,- 
000 atmile for Quebec railways, $136,844 ; 
interest on $100,000 railway subsidies 1884- 
5, $4,000 ; interest on $750,000, Interco. 
lonial railway capital account, $30,000 ; 
interest on $400,000, to be expended in 
British Columbia, $16,000; interest 
$300,000, harbors capital account, $12,000; 
total, $31,066,998. Besides the above in 

terest amounts there will be added to the 
expenditure 1885-6 and subsequent 
years, by reason of the legislation of the 
session just closed, the following :—Later- 
est on $2,400,000, short line railway, $89,- 
600; interest on $4,000,000, additional 
subsidies to local railways,$160,000—Total 
$249,000. 

‘In this statementis notincluded theloan 
tothe Canada Pacific Railway of $15,000,000 
advance, and to be adyanced between 
January ist, 1884, and July Ist, 1885, the 
Government in that matter, as ondorsers 
of the Canada Pacific railroad, receive 
five per cent. interest on the amount bor- 
rowed by the company, nor is there in- 
cluded the sums loaned to the Quebec 
Harbor Commissioners and the St. John 

Bridge Company. 
‘** The taxation(Customs and Excise) for 
1884-5 necessary to meet all charges on con- 
solidated revenue fund, is $23,500,000. Es- 
timating the increase of the population at 
two per cent. a year, there will be 4,690,- 
000 of a population among which to divide 
the twenty-three and a half millions, which 
will give an average taxation of 504 cents 
per head. This is an increase of 16 cents 
per head over the average from 1874 to 
1879. Half of this, or 8 cents ahead, is 
paid.to the provinces to relieve them from 
provincial taxation to that amount. The 
other eight cents is paid for railw ay esti- 
mates. As to the subsidies to provinces, it 
is taking the money out of one pocket and 
putting itin another. As to the outlay 
under the Railway Subsidies Act, it will 
be seen at once that that particular outlay 
is really money put out at good interest, ” 

One highly important point in the above, 
which cannot escape the attention of the 
reader is that, despite the facts that the 
public 


expenditure necessarily increases 
every year because of the progress of the 
country, the rate of taxation remains prac- 
tically unaltered, the small increase of 16 
cents per head per annum being caused by 
the increase in the subsidies to the Prov- 
inées and the aid to railways. This very 
satisfactory result has been brought about 
by the strict economy and the exercise of 
great ability on the part of the members of 
the Government. So marked, indeed, has 
been the ability and economy of the heads 
of departments, that the Ministers of Cus- 
toms and of Public Works—Hon. Mr. Bow- 
ell and Sir Hector Langeyin—hayo been 
repeatedly complimented by the leading 
eritics of the Opposition on the success of 
theiradministration. Doubtless Sir Charles 
Tupper would also have received equal con- 
sideration at the hands of the Opposition, 
had he not committed the—to them—un- 
pardonable offence of demonstrating the 
extravagance of the Mackenzie Administra- 
tion by converting the annual loss of some 
half a million a year which, under Mr, Mac- 
kenzie’s personal direction, the country 
sustained in working the Intercolonial Rail 
way, into a surplus

‘SATHER TAYLOR’ ON ODDFELLOWSHIE 


(From the Oddfellou Vews.)

The late Father Taylor, of Boston, was a 
youd manjand a groat preacher, though on 
tirely witl e udvantages of a colle 
into, or ovon scaiermic education, THe was 
called to take charge of the ‘‘Sailors’ Beth 
el,” and, having been a sailor himself, was 
the right man in the right place. In that 
field he continued as long as he lived. He 
was an ardent and sincere Oddfellow, and 
the following are some extracts from one of 
his addresses on that subjoct 

“Tam a firm, thorough-going, nnwaver 
ing, unflinching Oddfellow, and so long as 
its members abide by the principles, and 
spirit of the Order, I] am with them, tasep 
arably.”’ ; 

To the enquiry which might be mado, 
why he joined, he observed, *“Phat he had 
heard the subject discussed in the Confer- 
ence of ministers; that he was applied to 
for advice, both by those who were mom- 
bors of the Order, and by those who con- 
demned it ; so,in order to acquaint himself 
with it, he determined to join, reserving to 
himself the right, which all have, of re- 
nouncing it at pleasure.’ . 

* At initiation,’ said he, ‘ I saw nothing 
to affright, nothing to offend or touch my 
religious scruples, nothing inconsistent 

with my characteras & man, a citizen, a 
Christian,a minister,a father,or a husband. 
I went again ; I liked it better, and never 
better than at the last meeting. It has 
been objected that ‘horrible oaths’ were 
required in the initiation. But there is 
no ‘oath’ required or used at any time, 
nor, as has been charged, are there any 
deadly weapons used to intimidate the can- 
didate., 

* Odd-fellowhip is not professedly a reli- 
gious body, nor a political organization, but 
a collection of respectable men from all 
ranks, all denominations, and all parties, 
for mutual protection against the ills of 
life. Yet, composed, as itis, of such a 
variety of persons, never knew in any class 
of men so beautifuland truthfulan exempliti- 
cation of the words of the Psalmist: ‘ Be- 
hold! how good and pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity |’ Odd- 
fellowship strictly forbids any interference 
with a man’s religious or political opinions, 
either directly or indirectly ; yet requires 
an acknowledgement of God, and entire 
obedience to the civil laws, Their object 
is to relieve the distressed, watch with the 
sick, bury the dead, and support the widow 
and orphan, Profanity, intemperance and 
licentiousness are contrary to their laws. 
In no church is there more rigid discipline. 
But, say some, let the church exercise this 
supervision. But, I ask, what claim the 
congregation, who are not members of the 
church, but who worship with it, and are 
the most numerous class, haye upon the 
care and supervision ofthe church } What 
clergyman or deacon is expected to look 
after them? If, then, we are doing this, 
who can blame us? Can such supervision 
offend any one }~ Is it not an object worthy 
of good men and Christians ? if 

“But, it is said, we don’t like your secre- 
cy. And will our opponents tell us what 
secrets we have ! Our constitutions, by-laws 
and principles are published to the world. 
It is true we have our ‘signs’ and our ‘key.’ 
Haye you any treasure in our deposit 7. If 
not, how, with common modesty, can you 
ask for our key ? If you want to know our 
secrets, apply for admission, and if you are 
admitted, and are not pleased with the in- 
stitution, you may depart as lionorably as 
you entered; and no oneyshall complain, no 

one shall persecute you. 

Father ‘Taylor then alluded to and ridi- 
culed the opmion, prevalent among some, 
that Odd-fellowship is a dangerous or in- 
jurious institution. He said *‘ it reminded 
him of an incident which occurred some 
yours since in one of thé éastern states, It 
happened in the days of old-fashioned meet- 
ing-houses, when a fire for the purpose of 
warming the chureh was an unheard-of 
thing. Some enterprising young men, 
who worshipped in such a church, deter- 
mined to have the house warmed by 
stoves. But the project encountered 
the most violent and yirulent “opposi- 
tion from all of the old people. ‘They 
declared that it should not be; that 
Stoves were not a ‘gospel ordinance ;” 
and that the congregation would  sutfo- 
cate. ‘The young men, however, prevailed, 
and one Sabbath the congregation beheld 
two formidable black stoves, with the pipes 
traversing the entire length of the house, 
The old inen and women looked on-with 
horror, and held their breath for the result. 
The exercises proceeded: Sout a lidy faint- 
ed away. Ina few minutes another gasped 
for breath and was carried out of the church, 
and then another and another. At last a 
stout, burly man swooned and fell. The 
frightened minister at once disinissed 
the congregation, and there was a yen- 
eral rush of indignant people toward 
the stoves. The windows were opened, 
and the people were about to throw 
the stoves out of the house, when, lo, 
and behold! the stoves were cold! The 
masons had not had quite time to finish put- 
fing them up, and no fire had been made.” 
Father Taylor presumed that those who 
had enlisted in a crusade against Oddfel- 
lowship would find that the object of their 
opposition was entirely unoffending, and 
that their zeal was as unnecessary and ab- 
surd as that which was leveled against the 
harmless church stoyes 

In conclusion Father Taylor said “Go 
on, brethren! Abide by your principles 
Live up to the spirit of Oddfellowship. Let 
your lives be untarnished Attend to your 

usiness. Reproach no one, God bless you 
and may peace and happiness be yours,now 
and forever,” ;

The cow stable should be kept neat and 
clean,or the milk cannot be perfectly pure. 
The air of afilthy stable will taint milk 
that is drawn in it ; and when the air is 
foul the cows under such lack of care will 
be more or less dirty,and some of this filth 
will find its way into the pail, 

When horses eat their oats too rapidly 
the evil may be checked by placing some 
clean cobble stones in the box. The horse 
will thus be compelled to pick his oats 
slowly, masticate them more thoroughly, 
and they will do him much more good 
than if eaten hurriedly in the ordinary 
way. 

Lime with a solution of salt and water, 
and then properly thinned with skim- 
milk from which allthe cream has been 
taken, makes a permanent whitewash for 
out-door work, and, it is said, renders the 
wood incombustible. It is an excellent 
wash for preserving wood, and for all farm 
purposes,

Hot Water as a Medicine, 


The employment of hot water for lite: 
nal use orivinated in this country 5 and so 
eminent a medical authority a8 the London 
Lancet spoaks of it asa '* valdablo Ameri 
can contribution to medicine.” Dr, Salis 
bury, of Cleveland, claims to have been thre 
lirat to suggest its use, aud itis probable 
that his claim is well founded, . Cold water 
ix in most casos inadinigsible, os it is apt to 
produce distress in sensitive stomachs; hot 
water is well borne In wosb Cases; but it 
inust not be lakewarnl, it utuat be hot ; and 
here ia a distinetion it is Well to observe. 
Topid water, if taken in considerable quan- 
tities, will sometinros produce yomiting ; 
but, if the water be raised to a tonmporature 
of from LOO dey. to 160 deg. F., it produces 
downward movements of the bowels, in- 
stend of upward, Tea drank by dyspeptic 
toa-tlrinkors ia preferred at a temperature 
of about 120 dey. F., and this decoction at 
this temperature atlords great relief to per- 
sons of weak stouiachs. The demand by 
dyspeptics for tea “hot aud weak’ is found- 
od on observation that in this form it affords 
yenuine relief, Lf the tea loaves were left 
out altogether, the ageeeable relief would 
follow from the use of the hot water with 
a little milk and sugar added. By hot wa- 
ter is meant water which? so warn that 
it can only be sipped slowly, and not poured 
into the stomach asa draught. dy the ab- 
sence of a thermometer, the temperature 
may be determined by the offects upon the 
tongue and fauces ; it must not be **scald- 
ing hot,” but so warn as to be swallowed 
Without inconvenionce or danger, 

Ax regards quantity, no fixed rule can be 
given, Perhaps half a pint may be regard- 

edas a minimnim, and a pint and half a 
Inaximum quaiitity, to be taken at one 
tine, The object being mainly to wash out 
the alimentary canal, carrying down the 
slime, yeast, and bile through normal chan- 
nels, n few ounces can have but little effect 
in accomplishing sueh results, tis assuin- 
od that the livers and kidneys are greatly 
influenced by the hot water treatment, and 
that they are washed as well as the intestin- 
albeanal ; the bile being eliminated through 
the bowels, and wot through the blood, via 
the kidnoys, 

The best time to use hot water is proba- 
bly about onehour before meals, and in some 
instances, half an hour before — retiring to 
bed, ‘The most important time of all ,how- 
ever, is the lieu before breakfast’ in tho 
inorning. The digestive apparatus of the 
wenk and morbid needs cleansing af.cr a 
night Of rest—or unrest, as in the case of 
invalids, A half or whole pint of hot water 
taken upon getting out of bed in the morn- 
ing Will in most instances break up morbid 
couditions of the bowels ; and natural per- 
istaltic motions will be established even in 
obstinate It may he necessary, in 
gome instances,(o medicate the water slight® 
ly, and tuts improve its taste, and add to 
its activity. A few drops of tincture of gin- 
yer, a halt-teaspoonful of tartar of soda, or 
sulphate of anagnosia, are unobjectionable 
adjuncts to the water, and indeed some- 
times are necessary. The practice of using 
hot water may continue so long as it is 
found to yive relief, and so long as it con- 
tributes 


to the establishment of * inward} 
cleanliness,” and consequent robust health.

Hanlan far From Home. 
Hiv Arrival at Sydoey on St, Patrick's Day. 


(Syduey Telegraph, March 17.) 

The Pacific mail steamship City of Sydney, 
which came into port on Saturday night 
About cight o'clock, broughtEdward Hanlan, 
the champion sculler of the world, who 
has arranged fora five months’ tour of 
Australia, and is open to make matches 
for heavy wagers and the championship.
